Bcforo porfonninir tlio 
opDriitioii of prAfiiii^' new skin tho 
jurgeon carefully iirepuroil tho wounds

dead skin. Thifty dtiys from tho timo 
of tlio accident tlio wounds were honied 
siifliclontly to allow the application of 
bits of skin ranging in size from a pln- 
Itead to liaU a p-ivin of wheat. The 
bits wore held iti.sl by uuttii-pcrcha ti.s- 
qiu>, !i .su bsttiiieo liko ninoilago and 
which w:is covorod with :i tlfos.siiip- of 
"tuizo ttiid absorbent cotton.

Bits of skin from a eolorcil person 
when grafted retiiin llicir natural color. 
So successful was Dr. Camp boll with 
Frawloy that tho railroad company en- 
gaged him to operate on Charles An- 
derson, of Angola, who recently had 
his baok burned by a railroad aceidout.

OFTOUPKDO BOATS AND 

No lron-Cln«l Safe. 

BERLtK, Sept, 22. — Considering tlio 

keen interest tVlt tit prcannt in naval 
matter;!, tlio following account of tor- 
pedo lioats tuid torpeilo tihooting in llic 
Ccrnian navy niny iiurvcst many of 
your readers. It is from tlio Yitisi.-irJiit 
ZcUnniji lu no previous year have tho 
experiments with torpedo bonis nnd in 
torfiedo shooting as>-umod fuch dlinon- 
sion.s in tim Ciermaii navy as in tho 
late naval nuuueuvcrs. Not only wore 
all the ironolails provitled with torpedo 
Khooling a])paratuK, but a .special tor- 
pedo boat ilivi.sion wa."! formed, which 
joined the squadron at tlieond of July, 
another cxpcrinunital division being 
added later for tho testinijof tlie now 
torpedo boats. Thia year'.s experience 
has enhanced the favorable o|)inioii of 
the value of the submarine weapon for 
the pi-otection of tho Q(>rinan const. 
Tlie idea of putting one or two torpedo 
boats on board every lari,'n iroiichul 
.seems to have been abandoned. It was 
found ])referable to inako these boats 
larger and more seawortln', ami to at- 
tach them to file ironclad st^ua'li'onas a 
floating appendix. In distant expedi- 
tions in which torpedo boats could not 
bo dispensed witli the boat.s would luivo 
to bo sent on 8])ecial transport shiji.s.

Even 
on bright moonligiit nights and with 
keen vigilance no ship is safe within 
reach of a hostile coast plentifully sup- 
plietl with tor])edo boats, especially if 
at anchor. Even in inotioii the block-- 
ndijig ships will not be.safe, fur tin; tor- 
pedo I o.tta can follow tliciii, iind will 
recognise their victimy by tho lights 
which the enemy, if ho sail in squadron, 
will not be able to dispenKO witli. A 
stricken sliip even if water-tight coin- 
])artinents becomes hors </<■ comJiHt for 
she becomes n'.otionless. No strneghL -n- 
itig of her armour such as .Vdiniral Sy- 
niondsroconnnends in the Entjlisli Navy 
can hinder this. As fsir as one can see 
at present there are no means of secur- 
ing even the miglilio.st battle .ships 
which modern science has built aijainst 
the anniliilativo ollect of a surpristd by 
torpedo bonis. W.itcli boats have been 
tried surrounding the ships at a dis- 
laiico of aOO meters, but experience 
has shown that o\oio;i moonlight 
nights and witli tho crows from their 
sleep thoy do not suflice to secure thi! 
threatened slii|). Just as litth^ has tho 
idea of drawing a submarine guard of 
wire nets rountl losiing ships yieldetl 
prncticully useful results, while this 
fence wiil always entail (lie disadvantage 
that if the ships are attacked they can- 
not move, and are consequently 

UKNDICIIKD AL.MOHT DKFIvNCLLHSri. 

The boats tlicinselves arc dillicult Lo 
hit, and liavt; in torpedo shooting tl.'O 
advantage over big .ships that it is easy 
to give thorn the direction which tlioy 
must have if the torjX'do is to hit. 'They 
can be used with efiect, however, only 
wlion they can surprise tlio enemy un- 
der the veil of night or fog or powde;- 
sinokc, or by darting out from a hid- 
ing place on the co ;.st. As to the tor- 
])edo itself, experiments with dilTerent 
kinds have clearly i)roved tliat the 
German iinvy alone possesses 

THE MOST DEATU DEAUNO TORPEDOICS. 

The German navy uses a torpedo in- 
vented by a ca[)tain of the .A '.islriaii 
navy. The secret of tho invention was 
bought by the German Admiralty for 
180,000 marks ( l'*J,000), and tlitm tho 
furtlier perfecting of tlie weajion was 
taken in hand by the nary itself. It has 
now attained singular pei fection, irnd 
is one of the wonders of niodcrn tiiiies. 
For non-exports it is always a puzzle 
how thti Bah torpedo can be steered 
under water. lioing a kind of under 
slii]i, able to move both horizontal 
and vertically, its steering apparatus is 
du[)lex. The apparatus which kee|)s its 
course horizontal is not automatic, 
anil docs not diiFer in princi[ile froin 
the helm of a sliij). The mcclianisiii, on 
the other hand, which keeps it at the 
desired deplli, is autoinatie, Li the de- 
tails of its conslruclioii lie the import- 
ance and the main secret of the tier- 
man torpedo.

Strange and somelitncs pathetic ' arc 
the ways of royal households of which 

only the cold, stalely sjdendour meets 
t,lio eye. How fcsv, seeing the ICiiqire.ss 
of (Jerinany fiiliilliiig all the duties of 
her station, every inch a C^ttieeii, would 
guess that for eighteen months, since 
her accident, she has been racked with 
almost intolerable ])ain. Unable lo 
walk or leave her chair, she had her- 
self carriotl once a week to the Augusta 
hospital and to the Augu.sta fountain 
for the daughlers of poor oHicur.s and 
those killed ia the battle; iiotli of these 
institutions are her own work, nnd she 
disjienses in per.son consolation, advice, 
and commands. Every Sunday, well or 
iilling, she iitteiuls divine service, not 
in her privtito cha|iel, or oratory, but 
ill one of tho public churches.

■ Yosterdaj' afternoon a repreaontative of 
this [.'.'iper was invited by n nieinber of 
the police force to make a tour of tho 
lironiises in the rear of .lohnson and Gov- 
ernniBiit stroots, those b.ick of Store 
streob at the foot of Cormorant, and tho 
famulls 'bleek of Chinese cabins betwcon 
Corinoriint and Fisgard, in tho vicinity of 
the Chinese theatre. Just back of tho 
corner of Governinenl and Johnson there 
are a number of cabins inhabited hy 
Chineao and Indiana, which ara reached 
liy a rickety wooden alleyway held up by 
8ticka..u.,,Pi'ocueding .along tliis about 
twenty yards, an open court is met on 
all aides 'of which iiro tho cabins. , Into 
tho eiMiter of this courtyard all tho com- 
bined waste [from the laundries, saloons, 
rostauranl.s ami other places on Johnson 
and Government streets is thrown, while 
oozing from the outhouses ia the rank- 
est of tillli, all combined rendering the 
atinosphero of the place so poisonous 
with stench aa to be aluiost unbearable.

It is now some 30 years sinco the writer 
first saw Hamlet performed, and he has 
never missed an opportunity sinco of see- 
ing it acted. Alticli as wo were prepared to 
e.xpect from what wo had read and hoard 
of Aliln, lie fully came up to our precon- 
ception uf his excellence in the character. 
There wos at times a. sweeping magnifi- 
cence about it that phcos him in tho 
highest rank of actor.'). To our mind, 
however, it was ne<:, by any means, such 
a perfect performance as we have scon; 
bnt such na holds out tho promise of fu 
turu greatness when experionco shall have 
added strength to his judgment, and facil- 
ity to his execution. Some of; his acting 
we.a very lino and wo do not remember to 
have seen any other actor make so much 
of the acene with his queen mother. The 
rcslraiiied resentment, the love for his 
dead father in his chiding, the impatience, 
the grief, the mingled storm of anger, 
pride and sorrow in one breast where 

'•.Slrairieil to tliij liLit,'lit, 
What rcU'.^tial i.-('ll(»qii.\ iiibliiiit', 
l)a;;/.lfil aiul spiMit, smil; Uowii anil souijlit repair,' 

were never more forcibly and finely por- 
trayed. Indeed, the characteristic of 
Aliln's Hamlet i.s force, and, unless the 
sinallness of the theatre deceived us in 
forming oitinK.t.!s of his acting, ho brings 
an excess of this to tho part. The older 
Ko.iii uUvaya erred in this particular, and 
old play-goers preferred Young Kean or 
Alaeready in the part. Of later actors we 
consider Booth's rendition the nearest to 
purfection of any we have seen. He in- 
vests the character with a sad, poetical 
interpretafi(>u throughout that haunts the 
mind for d.ays afterwards, and no gift 
but that of genius can afl'ect one so. 
Barry Sullivan was very effective in the 
part and never failed to bring down the 
liouso in tho princi[ial pass.ages; but his 
conception of the character was consid- 
ered faulty, and tended to excess in bois- 
terousness and laiitiiig. Alontgoinory's 
Hamlet was certainly near being perfec- 
tion itself. His voice was most excellent 
and answered, like strings on a musical 
iustrumcnl, to the impressions made on it 
by the mind. He was truly a great actor 
— although ail erratic man — and his un- 
timely taking off, a loss to the stage. W'c 
doubt if any actor ever lived who was 
mora popular or stirred an audionce like 
poor G. V. Brooke. He was an immense 
favorite. Wo saw his last performance 
in Alelbourne and whon ho came before 
the curtain to make his farewell address 
the whole house roso as one man to cheer 
and greet him. At ils closo there was 
acarcoiy a dry eye in that se.i of faces. 
How wo love to reeall these old remem< 
branccs. There are no such scenes wit- 
nessed now on tiio stage. Wo think tho 
audiences have Bomething to do wilh this. 
On Wednesday night, in one of tho finest 
parts of this most wonderful play, we saw 
one of our merchant princes rise and cooly 
(or rather warmly) take off his overcoat 
ond wilh great ceremony and aanq froid 
place it on the back of hia chair. Neither 
this gentleman nor any one of some 20 in 
close proximity to him, ever applauded 
the peiforinauco throughout tho entire 
pl.-iy, or showed the least sign of appro- 
bation. Surely, they were not indifferent 
to the merits of the intellectnal treat 
spread before them, lU' did they think it 
not rcspectablo to applaud ? If they re- 
fr.iiued from Iho latter cause, wo might 
say that the present Prince of Wales is 
most liberal in encouraging young actors 
(and actresses too, for that matter) ond 
our late king was often soon to join most 
heartily in tho applause of some favorite. 
If from the former cause, the least said 
the better. But, "something too much of 
this." We shall watch tho career of this 
young actor with much concern. If we 
had the art of giving advice agreeably so 
as not to appeor presumptuous, wo would 
beg of him to tone down his acting in this 
part. Tho first impression gained from 
his, "a little more than kin, and less than 
kind," was unfavorable, being given in 
too loud a tone and a too joyous mod'.ila- 
tion of the voice. No one who has hoard 
Barry Sullivan can fail to remember the 
eli'eet produeed by the pathetic, mournful 
tone of voice in which ho delivers these 
first lines, which are an index to the whnlu 
after performance. Alilii fails alao iu his 
bye play, when compared with those ac- 
tors we have named, and he either does 
not possess, or ho fails to use, tho facial 
requisites to a very great actor. The face, 
we are told, is the epitome of the whole 
man, and the eyes are, as it were, the 
epitome of the face. Nu part of the 
body, besides the face, is capable of as 
many changes as there are different emo- 
tions of the mind, and of expressing 
them all .by these changes. In gesture, 
too, ho lacks grace of action, a, most es- 
sential quality in an actor. There was 
beautiful propriety in the gestures nf 
Booth's arm and hand, rtmetimes leading 
and sometimes following the words he 
uttered. Nature has implanted a wonder- 
ful force in all that relates to gesture. 
All barbarous and ' savage tribes ore 
taught the effect of words principally by 
motions of the hand. The Her.se of many 
line passages is lost, in a great measure, 
to men of dull apjirohensions, but action 
ia a kind of universal tonguiMliat all may 
comprehend, and a closer study of this 
art cannot fail to beiiofit Mr. Aliln. How- 
over, there seems no doubt of his lnli')it, 
and that ho is destined to become the 
leading actor of his time, (Kseenis now al- 
most certain. His woiulerful voice, capa- 
ble of being led through ovary variety of 
tone, acute or grave, quick or slow, loud 
or soft, is admirably suited for the de- 
velopineiit of all the pafisioiis, and never 
hath our ear drank in more magic inelodj' 
than in listening to his splendid elocution. 
He is much to bo comineiided alao for 
avoidance of all attempts at eU'ects that 
beget applause,
